A black 
man has been hired to manage a big league baseball team. 
The Cleveland Indians hired Frank Robinson to be the man- 
ager of their baseball team of 1975. 

Jackie explained in his book, “Baseball Has Done it," the 
impact baseball has had on our society in bringing about the 
great American dream. He expressed the desires and wishes 
of practically every black American in his book. 


Perhaps his last recotded words were spoken on Oct. 15, 
1972 prior to the second game of the World Series between 
the Oakland Athletics and the Cincinnati Reds at Riverfront 
Stadium. , 

He was introduced to the crowd by Red Barber, former 
sports announcer during Robinson's active years. “We come 
to. the second game of the 1972 World Series," Red said 
“This year marks the 25th Anniversary of the entry of the 
black athlete into major league baseball. 

“Today we are about to honor the man Branch Rickey se- 
lected to lead the way, who set a brilliant example for all to 
follow, he is Hall of Famer, Jackie Robinson." Jackie played 
10 superlative years with the Brooklyn Dodgers. 

After accepting a plaque from baseball Commissioner 
Bowie Kuhn, Jackie told 52,000 fans and a national television 
audience, “I would like to say that | was really just a spoke in 
the wheel of success we had some 25 years ago and per- 
sonally want to say, thank You, to a great captain, a guy who 
was a leader of our ball club and who really set the pace in 
many, many areas.” 

He thanked Pee Wee Reese, captain of tiie Brooklyn Dod- 
gers, for being present and added, ‘| would like to also say 
that it would have been a rea! pleasure if Mr. (Branch) Rickey 
could have been with us today.

Our attention was focused 
on “back” where we need 
badly to have been those past 
two Watergate years. She 
inpointed three remarkable 
movements, the struggle for 
black liberation, the fight 
against poverty and the 
movement for women's 
rights. 

According to Mrs. Norton, 
the movements are possible 
today and will always be 
pout so long as there is 
injustice. 

It was stated that the 
decade of the fifties was a 
transition decade between 
the international activism that 

it and the domestic 
activism that followed. 

The political and social 
commitmen. of this period 
eeced in the crucible of the 
sixties, a decade anchored in 
social ferment and move- 
ment. The young people of 
the sixties were a quin- 
tessential movement genera- 
tion. 

They were, in Mrs. Norton's 
opinion, as shaped by social 
movements as the generation 
of the 50’s was shaped by 
none. 

The three areas were 
broken down in order to 
elaborate first on the struggle 
for black liberation from 
which the original social 
energy of this period derives; 
secondly, the movement of 
those Americans who 
remained poor, a struggle 
which proceeds directly out 
of the civil rights movement; 
and, finally, the movement for 
women’s rights, potentially as 
revolutionary as any, but of 
baffling complexity and the 
youngest of the three -great 

Interestingly enough, the 
comparison between the 
movements and her own ex- 
perience is vividly and ver- 
bally put into prospective. 
Imagine, if you will the 
dawning consciousness of 
children who grew up in the 
60’s and those who grew up 
in the fifties (her frame of 
reference). 

She as a child watched the 
McCarthy “hearings on 
television after school. They 
as. children watching 
newscasts of blacks in 
protest against adhesive 
racism. 

She as a child seeing little

War in all its horror spread 


before them daily in detail.

For here, . “a 
laughable mythology stilt 
holds sway in the most in- 
telligent circles among both 
men and women.” 

Sex discrimination does 
not have aura of perversion 
of other forms of Mi yar 
Race prejudice $s a 
phenomenon not of the ages, 
as is sex inequality, but a 
creation of recent centuries. 
Sex inequality has been et- 
ched into the human con- 
dition. 

Martin Luther King_ in- 
fluenced America as much as 
John F. Kennedy Mrs. Norton 
continues in her comparison 
of how we are influenced 
with the fact that Aretha 
Franklin and James Brown 
shaped the style of the last 
decade in the way that Dinah 
Shore and Bing Crosby in- 
fluenced their parents’ youth. 

Shirley Chisholm, the 
congresswoman, Beulah 
Sa s, the welfare rights 
leader, Fannie Lou Hamer, 
the Mississippi civil rights 
fighter are only a few among 
the great American women 
today who are as likely to be 
black or white. 

Judging by the sometimes 
confused and hostile reac- 
tions of society, it was stated 
that women's rights may not 
be an idea whose time has 
fully come. But it is never- 
theless here. And it is an idea 
most especially of our time, 
even if the newest and most 
complex. 

Women are not as free as 
men. Can we doubt hard 
enough to discard the oldest 
form of inequality? 


This superb speech was

be content to let black 
liberation and the women's 
movement and the an- 
tipoverty struggle ring like 
stagons of the past?

However, Hank was talking to the point that there is little 
correlation between what record critics say about a record 
and its sales, except in some cases; and therefore, it is okay

Sings (Partee, PBS-2405), supposedly a serious attempt by 
the comedian extraordinaire. 

Personally, | think Cosby should have stuck to tellin

And on top of that, his nine original selections are lacking 
in lyrical depth which are further underminded by mismat- 
ched music that happens to be right on only two occasions: 
“No one can love the way you do” and “Dance of the frozen 
lion,” the latter being really hip, because the voice is 
disguised into a rumping jungle-type chant of some sort, 
though never really truly. African in musical nature. 

Another singer of more experience and greater ability and 
talent might have been able to treat these pieces far more 
decently, but in Mr. Cosby’s voice, there's: nothing but 
disaster. - 

In fact, when you understand that the Partee Label is an 
auxilliary label of the Stax Organization, dealing primarily 
with party records, you then also understand that the 
management Surely couldn't have thought too much about 
the seriousness of this venture.

Thugs Declare 
War On Women: 


CLEVELAND BUREAU 

A number of black women 
were assaulted, robbed, 
raped, stabbed or murdered 
this week and, after ‘inter- 
viewing eyewitnesses and 
victims, police are seeking 
black male suspects in all of 
the cases. 

In. the most brutal of the 
cases. a.20-year-old._ female 
student was fatally stabbed” 
by an unknown assailant 
while talking to her boyfriend 
on the telephone from her 
Brackland Avenue apartment 
last Sunday. 

Stabbe was Emma 
Walker, 20, a night-school 
Student at John Hay, whose 
body was discovered by her 
Cousin Martin Walker and a 
friend, 

Accordin to. Martin, 
Emma's. boyfriend heard her 
plead, “Please don't cut me,” 
while he was talking to her 
on the phone and hung up 
_and called her grandmother. 

Martin and a friend were 
sitting in his. car in. their 
driveway at 1388 £. 111 St. 
when his grandmother told 
him to get over to Emma's 
apartment. 

When they arrived at 
Emma's apartment they found 
her with the phone still in her 
hand in a pool of blood. Mar- 
tin and his friend then carried 
her to the car where they 
conveyed her to Forest City 
Hospital. 

Her cousin claims that he 
felt her heart beating faintly 
before they carried her out of 
the apartment, but doctors at 
the hospital confirmed that 
death was due to multiple 
stab wounds of the back, 
legs, buttocks, stomach, 
chest and wrists. 

Though reports vary be- 
tween the hospital, police, 
and other news media ap- 
proximately 30 stab wounds 
were inflicted-on—the—girl's+ 
body.

Tax Cut For Poor 
Being Considered 


WASHINGTON-- (NBNS)-- 
Tax cuts to help low-income 
persons cope with inflation is 


now expected to win ap- 
proval by the Ford Ad- 
ministration. 


The idea for tax relief for 
the working poor was recom- 
mended by many speakers at 
the 12 preliminary meetings 
leading to the national con- 
ference on inflation. And just 
before the conference the 
White House conceded that it 
was thinking of. supporting 
the proposition as part of 
President Ford's economic 
program. 

The principal objective of 
tax cuts for low-income in- 
dividuals would be to help 
offset their loss of purchasing 
power to inflation. The 
primary obstacle to the 
proposal has been the sub- 


fevenue, but it appears the 
President has that matter 
worked out as well. 

The White House would 
only say, when asked by 
reporters at a press con- 
ference, that tax cuts for the 
poor was being given “in- 
tense, active study.” 

The President wants to find 
ways to alleviate hardships 
caused by soaring price of 
food, fuel, and other googs 
and services. 

The President's economic 
advisers were greatly sur- 
prised by the. overwhelming 
amang. the 
nation’s top economists.that 
emerged on tax relief and 
help for lower-income 
Americans. 

The biggest problem with 
the tax propdsal is that the 
government must find other 
means to recoup the lost 
revenues in order to keep the 
federal deficit at current 
levels and to insure that they 
were not fanning inflation. 

One Administration official 
said that President Ford was 
looking _ at.‘'consumption 
taxes" like sales and excise 
taxes.

Membership 
In Trade 
Unions Rises 


WASHINGTON -- (NBNS) — 
Although blacks showed: a 
slight gain in building trade 
union membership, most of 
those jobs were in the lowest- 
paying jobs, according to a 
government survey. 

The report showed that mi- 
norities held 15.6 per cent of 
union membership in 1972, or 
250,800 members out of 1.6 
million tradesmen. In 1969, 

«the figure stood at 13.2 per 
cent. 

Blacks made up 8.3 per 
cent of the 1972 minority 
breakdown, while Spanish— 
surnamed Americans trailed 
at 6 per cent. The figures

Minorities rose 
by 52,000 in the three-year 
period ending 1972. 

Though minority members 
in the unions have enjoyed 
an’ overall increase,’ the 
Equal Employment Op- 
portunity Commission report 
said, “their movement into 
the higher-skilled, better-- 
paying. union categories has 
hot risen significantly.”

The central issue in the Virginia case was 


state discriminated against black voters between June 6, 


1963, a decade before the state filed for exem , and Aug. 
6, 1965, the date the Voting Rights Act took . Under the 
Act, states can win exemption if they can prove a 10-year 
stretch of no discrimination. 

Thus, the ruling stayed that Virginia could not prove 
non-discrimination despite statistics showing the inferiority 
of public education for blacks before the historic Supreme 
Court 1954 Brown decision and the state’s “grudging at 
best” compliance with desegregation orders thereafter. 

Before desegregation, the court said, blacks had lower 
paid teachers, less expensive schools, instructional costs, 
larger classes, fewer books and less well-trained teachers, 

In 1960, blacks composed 20.8 per cent of Virginia's 
population but 45.4 per cent of its unschooled populace; in 
1970, the figures were 19.1 per cent and 39.1 percent, 
respectively. 

Between 1963 and 1965, the court added, the voter 
registration rate for blacks was 10 per cent that of whites. 

“It can be inferred that this difference in registration 
came about, at least in part, because of the difference in 
literacy between blacks and whites..." the court said, “It is 
inferrable that use of literacy tests was a factor in the dif- 
ferential registration rates-- either because voters were rejec- 
ted outright, or more probable in view of Virginia's survey 
evidence, because potential registrants stayed at home out 
of fear of rejection and its consequent embarrassment,” the 
judges wrote. } 

The court said that affidavits were filed indicating that 
more than 1,000 blacks were approached by registration 
drive workers in three Virginia counties but retused to 
register because they feared the literacy test. 

“These affidavits, the difference between black and 
white registration rates, and historical common sense in for- 
ming expectations of how illiterate black people will behave, 
negate claims that Virginia's provision of a segregated in- 


ferior education did not affect its voting rolls,” the judges 
ruled. ;

Blacks Losing Faith 


The biack community is still smarting 
from the slaps in the face from the old 
Nixon ime. One thing for certain, 
blacks lost faith, under this regime. in 
the federal government's ciyj! rights 
Programs. 

During the Kennedy-Johnson era, 
blacks had greater faith in the federal 
government as being as important ally 
in their cause and struggle for human 
and civil freedom and rights 

During that whole period of political 
recession and retrenchment in black 
gains, in the Nixon years, blacks lost 
hopes and aspirations which had risen 
in the Kennedy and Johnson years. 

Today, with the advent of the Ford 
administration, black hopes have not 
significantly risen or revived. Black 
dissatisfaction with the federal govern- 
ment has not been abated, but con- 
tinues to remain and to be reinforced 

Several surveys have revealed black 
dissatisfaction. towards the federal 
eee foes 1966. the. 

~ poll showed that nearly 75% of 
thé black population had expressed 
some confidence in the federal govern- 
ments roll in enforcing and implemen- 
ting civil’ rights legislation or felt" they 
had “friends” and moral support 
’ However, by 1972 the Harris poll 
revealed that blacks had fost their faith 
in the federal government in providing 
~ feadership in the civil rights area and 
© that only 4% of the black population 
q had any confidence in government sup- 
© port of their causes 
At present biacks are extremely 
mistic about black progress.

America, but are not fundamental 
solutions to the economic conditions of 
the vast majority of black Americans. 

Such recommendations -of tax cuts 
for the poor or indigent do not begin to 
dea! with the sources and causes of 
economic deprivation faced by most 
black Americans. 

Many white Americans feel that black 
Americans are now satisfied with their 
lot or that there has been tremendous 
economic and social gains among 
black Americans since the early 60's. 

Now that there are non riots or 
demonstrations, white Americans feel 
that the civil rights issues have been 
once-and-for-all_ solved. 

But the apparent quiet scene that is 
supposed to prevail in the black com- 
munities, is no sign of satisfaction. One 
thing for certain, blacks have acquired 
4 greater sense of their own identity 
and pride, which gives them additional 
strength to ‘face their burdens. 

However, blacks have grown more 
antagonistic and hostile towards whites 
and that whites have once again turned 
their backs to the needs and hopes of 
black Americans. 

Thessacial attitudes of whites may 
have changed toward blacks. The most 
important alterations in attitudes have 
taken place in the South. Yet these at- 
titudes have shifted to some forms of 
modification rather than having un- 
dergone an elimination of the main 
ideologies of racism which sustain 
white negative attitudes towards 
blacks. 

For instance, many whites today still 
believe that blacks are pushing to tast; 
that the main reason why there is a 
higher of black unem- 

t is because it is their own 


fault, rather than due to job 
«discrimination; that housing laws 
against discrimination is ; that 


social inter-mixing ts —— to 
avoid; that they would not vote 8 
black candidate, no matter how 
Quatified the person. ° ;

The above quote was taken from an 
article | read recently. The thought 
struck me as being a rather 
admonition of our people. it certainly is 
something over which we should pon- 
der, 


In the fifties and sixties, many of our 
people thought that the civil rights vic- 
tories we were winning were the end of 
the game. All we had to do after each 
skirmish. won was to sit back, relax, and 
wait for the fruits to flow in. 

Somewhere along the way we seem 
to have ignored the old saying: “Eternal 
Vigilance is the Price of Liberty.” “The 
more rights we achieve, the harder we 
must strive to retain them. 

The failure to adequately understand 
all the nuances of present-day 
struggles threatens many of the gains 
we have made. 

Most serious of all is the failure of 
our young people to comprehend 
what's going on around,.them. many 
of them think that the world owes them 
a debt. Further, that they should not 
have to work or fight to attain their 
goals. 

Not only their parents, but the 
schools, the stores and factories are all 
obligated to see that their needs are 
met with minimum contributions from 
them. 

They want no home obligations. All 
the courses in school must essay with 
passing grades determined by them, 
and graduation become automatic. 

A job suitable to their taste should be 
readily available. And, once on the job, 
they come to work when they want to, 
demand frequent raises and determine 
their rate of production. Bad work 
habits are the rule rather than the ex- 
ception. 

i@ generation that achieved the 

successes during the ney of the 
civil rights struggle are now adults. The 
new generation succeeding them has 
been weaned on dope, and has no 
respect for the rights of others. 
The successes of the past are now 
threatened because there seems to be a 
feeling that we have passed from the 
civil rights struggle into easy street. 

This is just what the racist element 
would like for us to believe. 
lackadasical, indifferent, complaisant. 

Unless we become concerned, this 
could be the lull before the storm. 
Therefore, these are trying times; times 
hat_require saner-

people the hardest, Habitually 
disproportionate, if unemployment in 
the ranks of young people continues its 
present sh increase, we can have 
sérious prob in their ranks. 

The time is now for serious stock- 
taking. We have many problems that 
will need immediate attention. These 
problems are not going to go away by 
wishing. 

First, we must recognize that we have 
problems; problems of the whole civil 
rights struggle. We do not have a Mar- 
tin Luther King, Jr., with brains and 
courage on the scene. 

The civil rights movement of the last 
25 years has produced a lot of separate 
enclaves, each feeling independent of 
the other. What is needed now is a 
string movement for racial unity. A 
serious effort to tie all the enclaves 
together into one solid phalanx where 
the good of Black People is paramount, 
and all else subservient. 


We can approach these problems 
from a position of strength if we can 
only unit. We have substantial numbers 
of our people in every urban city. They 
are sufficiently large to be a political as 
well as economic factor that must be 
reckoned with. That is, if we are smart 
@nough to put all the facets together 
and make them work. 

We must take the leadership in 
redirecting the thinking of our vast 
hoard of young people. They can be a 
tremendous resource if they can be 
made to. assume. serious postures of 
responsibility in a newly constructed 
civil rights program. 

The great, unused political strength 
in these urban centers must be 
registered and voted at every election. 
True, we have made substantial gains 
in electing our people to public office. 
But these gains have been achieved 
with less than half of our voting poten- 
tial. Just think what we could do with 
75% of our potential.

When former Mayor Carl B, Stokes, 
faced with dwindling tax revenues and 
mounting costs, suggested sale of the

There was a time when the plant 
operated efficiently enough to be regar- 
ded as a public watchdog against ex- 
cessive fates by CEI, but no more. it 
now has been reduced to buying power 
from CEl, and depending upon CEI to 
come to its rescue in the event of its all 
too frequent breakdowns. 

Let's face it. Citizens of Cleveland 
might be a bit more enthusiastic about 
voting for an increase in the city in- 
come tax, if they get some kind of 
evidence that the City Administration is 
doing apg yas hg lighten the growing 
overall tax burden. 

Sale or lease of the Muny Light Plant

DEAR EDITOR: 

Black voters should re- 
ject the proposed in- 
crease in the city income 
tax unless the city dis- 
close with specificity its 
plans for the hiring of 
minority police and fire- 
fighters. Mayor Perk has 
been equivocal and non- 
commital on this subject 
which is understandable 
in view of the fact that he 
has always run—on—his 
record. 

There has also been a 
foreboding silence on the 
part of our black re- 
presentatives in City 
Council. They can jump 
up and down about 
everything else, but with 
70% of the city's budget 
allocated for these 
departments and black 
men and women being 
systematically excluded 
from these jobs, they are 
silent and we are left with 
th same speculation, 
frustration, and despair 
that our people have 
shared in this country for 
the past 355 years. 

The N.A.A.C.P. and the 
Legal Aid Society have 
had to go into federal 
court in a continuing 
series of lawsuits in order 
to get minority re- 
presentatives in these de- 
partments, neither of 
which has any blacks on 
a policy making level. 
The federal court found 
that there was in fact dis- 
crimination in hiring, and 
ordered that 18% of 
those hired be members 
of minority groups, which 
leaves us with a grand 
total of about 68 black 
firefighters and 280 black 
police officers out of 
more than 4000 positions. 

History teaches us that 
the American Revolution 
wes fought because the 
. would not stand 


for 
representation. Black 
people should commit 
themselves to that same 
principle. 

In the absence of a firm 
commitment from the city 
with regard to minority 
hiring, black voters

In. what must have been one of the biggest political 
suprises of the year, Wilkowski announced that he 
was out to replace House Speaker A.G. Lancione, D- 
Bellaire. : 

Wilkowski, who unquestionably owes his Judiciary 
Committee chairmanship to Lancione, is expressing 
his gratitude by trying to unseat him from the House 
leadership. 

The nervy Toledo attorney, is pushing Vernal G. 
Ritfe of New Boston, (Scioto County) for the speaker- 
ship. Riffe, Lancione’s chief assistant and Speaker 
Pro Tem, is also indebted to Lancione for the high 
position he enjoys. 

Riffe. like Walkowski, showed this thanks to Lan- 
cione by accepting the offer to challenge him for the 
Speaker's post. . 

Wilkowiski and Riffe, so to speak, are both putting 
horse behind the cart, for in spite of the fact 
Democrats are in control of the present House, there 
is ‘an election standing between them and the next 
session which begins in January. 

Of course, they are taking for granted that the 
voters will return the House to their contro! On Nov. 


It has been customary for the ruling party to caucus 
sometime after the election to elect the Speaker and 
other key House officers; This being the case, it 
would seem that Wilkowski has a whole lot o mad- 
ness in his method.

Appointed by President 
Johnson in 1968 as ad- 
ministrator of the State De- 
partment’s Bureau of Security 
and Consular Affairs — a post 
that carries the rank of 
assistant secretary, Ms. Wat- 
son has weathered multi- 
farious attempts by forces 
seeking her ouster. 

Spearheading these efforts 
has been Gen, Alexander M. 
Haig, a die-hard Nixon ap- 
pointee who served the ex-- 
president as his chief of staff. 
Along with some other Nixon 
holdovers a new plan was 
developed to oust Ms: Wat- 


son. 

It failed. The White House 
intervened to save the day. 

But, had it worked, the « 
State Department would have 
announced that Ms, Watson's 
tesignation would be accep- 
ted effective Sept. 30. 

An earlier attempt was also 
‘unsuccessful when. Nixon 
was still in tha White House. 
After the 1972 elections, Ms. 
Watson submitted her pro— 
forma resignation — a move 
by all appointees of an out- 
going president. Then on 

arch 22 this year, the White 
House” announced that her 

in had been accep- 
ted, and appointed Leonard 
F. Walentynowicz, a 
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Protection Pointers 


Since March, however, the 
efforts intensified. 

That attempt was a real 
foul-up. Reportedly, not. even 
President Nixon was con- 
sulted. But as pressure from 
Capitol Hill and civil rights 
corners ‘mounted, Nixon 
wrote to Ms. Watson that her 
resignation would be effec- 
tive “at a date to be deter- 
mined." 

Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y., a 
Watson supporter and a 
member of the Senate Fore- 
ign Relations Committee that 
passes on appointees to the 
Foreign Service, put a “hold” 
on «the Walentynowicz 
nomination which is still in 
effect. 

Efforts renewed, Ms/Wat- 
son was informed that she 
would be terminated Aug. 15. 
Then, her stay was extended 
to Aug. 31. During this time, 
however, Watergate was 
boiling,.and it got so hot that 
Nixon had to resign. 

On Aug. 9, Ms. Watson sent 
President Ford a new pro— 
forma resignation. She 
waited. And just when it ap- 
peared that she would be vic- 
torious, the bottom fell out 
again. Two weeks ago the 
oust Watson move began 
again. 

But the NAACP moved in. It 
accused the State Depart- 
ment of an “unconsciable ef- 
fort’ behind the President's 
Back to kick out the top 
black woman in ment. 
Said Clarence Mitchell, the 
NAACP Washington Bureau 
Chief and lobbyist during the 
six-month effort to remove 
Ms. Watson from office called 
it “olearly an effort of the far

“A Unified Black Front” 


In the August 21st edition 
of “Washington Report” the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce 
quoted some dismal figures 
on the current trend of the 
shrinking dollar. What they 
tempted to show was the ef- 
fect on the “average” weekly 
family budget, if over the next 
‘28 years the dollar's value 
declines as it has over the 
last 28. 

They made the following 
examples on increased spen- 
ding: 
~Food--from $61 per week 
to $152 per week 

—Housing--from $56 per 
week to $140 per week 

—Clothing and Laundry 
from $25 per week to $62 per 
week 

-Transportation--from $20 
per week to $50 per week. 

At today’s rate that adds up 
to $162 per week, or $648 per 
month or $7,766 per year. 

Now | don't have to tell you. 
that’ the “average” black 
family can't spend $162 a 
week for just those 
categories; first of. all be- 
cause they don't make that 
much, But even if we did, 
what happened to those other 
items they skipped like; the 
purchased, maintenance, and 
up-keep of appliances or 
automobiles, school and 
educational activities for our 
children (even those. ublic 
schools cost -the family 
money), utilities, or even 
saving a little bit of that 
weekly income. 

If you take a close ‘ook at 
that “average” family, you 
might.get ‘a completely new 


portunity- in. this country. In 
the 1973 Cénsus “Bureau 
Report on -the Social and 
Economic Status of the black 
population in the U.S. the 
average’ income for blacks 
was $7,270 with 16 per cent 
of the black population 
making less than $3,000 per 
year. Compare that to the 
average white family income 
of $12,690 per year with only: 
5 per cent of their population 
making below $3,000. 
“When you take into ~ac- 
count that these are Census 
figures, my best is that very 
few census takers have ever 
seen the inside of a true 
ghetto, and much less talked 
to a resident. 

Renowed Black author and 
poetess Maya Angelow told a 
reporter in a recent Washing- 
ton interview that there are 
probably 20 million-—black 
folks in the Baptist Church 
alone in America, She was 
Partially joking but it is a 
point well taken. My guess is 
that she might not be far from 
right. There are probably far 
more blacks folks in chur- 
ches on Saturdays and Sun- 
days than the Census Bureau 
will ever count. 

All of this is important 
“because of one thing. The 
majority of black people in 
America is making much less 
than this country admits, 
which means that for us the 
almighty and all powerful 
dollar is that much harder to 
come by. 

But, the saddest thing 
about the Chamber's 
statistics on the inflated 
dollar is that they are right. If 
we want to buy the same 
thing we can buy today 28 
years from now, it will mean 
that: 

-$7,000 income will have to 
be $18.000 

—$3,000 cars will cost $7,500 
~$300 television sets will cost

Carole Tyson/ Four Black Models 
Share Their Beauty Techniques. 


Great looking women the 
world over have to work hard 
to = that way! How do they 
do it? Four top Black Ameri- 
can models, Billie Blair, 
Joyce Walker, Ramona Saun- 
ders and Charlene Dash 
share their beauty basics on 
cosmetics, hair and skin care, 
diet and exercise .. while 
thousands of miles away, 


“writer Carole Tyson has gone 


to the heart of “Mother 
Africa” and discovered some 
of the little known beauty 
secrets of the women of that 
continent, Strangely enough, 
many of the techniques are 
very much the same ... 

For instance, the Somali 
woman begins her beauty 
treatment with a thorough 
conditioning of her skin, 
using a paste made of henna, 
tumeric and water. She 
covers herself with this mix- 
ture, allows it to dry and 
washes it off with clear water. 
A paste of henna alone goes 
on the hair to strengthen it 
and make it shine. Following 
the paste is a simple sham- 
poo of water and pounded 
leaves. On this side of the 
world, actress/model, Joyce 
Walker, follows much the 
same routine for hair care; 


Stale beer does a : 
job of cléaning ” leather- 
covered furniture. Or, the . 
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she first washes weekly with 
a mild shampoo then follows 
up with a conditioner made 
from powdered henna. Oc- 
casionally she. sits under a 
heating cap for 30 to 40 
minutes to further condition 
her scalp. After the henna 
paste conditioner has been 
rinsed out, she towels dry 
leaving her hair slightly 
damp, smooths a light hair oil 
on, and then cornrows. Joyce 
also suggests this remedy for 
dry skin, First, soak often and 
tong in a bath after adding 
several capsful of baby oil. 
For the complexion, in the 
evening wash with a rich 
organic soap (cocoa butter or 
lecithin), then apply cocoa 
butter and vanilla moisturizer. 
Every morning rinse your 
face with water and go once 


over lightly with a mild 
astringent and lots of 
moisturizer. Once a week, 


Joyce suggests however, you 
leave the skin free of lotion to 
let it breathe. 

A professional model for 
six years, Charlene Dash has 
sensitive skin. To overcome 
this she visits a dermatologist 
regularly and washes with na- 
tural ‘soaps, followed by” a 
Noxzema rinse. She then ap-

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plies alcohol or witch hazel 
as an astringent. When apply- 
ing a masque or pore- 
cleanser she suggests using 
a good one; and, alter 
removing, wash the face 
again throughly, The Masai 
woman is tall, lean and ex- 
traordinarily handsome - like 
a model. Her beauty treat- 
ment begins the day she is 
born. Using milk and butter, 
her mother. massages, molds 
and shapes her daughter's 
body. The ideal girl must 
have a beautifully rounded 
head and long, straight arms 
and legs. Unlike Tanzania's 
Nyamwezi woman, she 

not tattoo or scarify her face; 
she uses makeup in much the 
same way the Western 
woman uses face powder and 
liquid foundation, To accent 
the lower part of her face 
only, she applies a combina- 
tion of ocher earth and oil to 
contrast colorfully with her 
white teeth. 

Billie Biair, a native of Flint, 
Michigan, and considered 
New York's top Black model, 
says her beauty essentially 
begins from the inside out. 
“You are what you eat" says 
Billie, and she suggests a 
sensible diet, eliminating 
most sweets, fried foods and 
carbonated drinks. Eat 
sparingly, preferably mini- 
meals and to help keep 
pounds off in the right 
places, exercise nightly to the 
music “of a favorite album. 
Billie’s skin is oily and she 
uses a mild astringent to 
remove the surface oils and 
tighten pores. Astringent 
works best for her when rin- 
sed off with cold water; and, 
for her oily skin she finds egg 
white facials more effectively 
absorb oils and cleanse. The 
Kikuyu women of Kenya also 
believe that beauty begins 
from within; she drinks herbal 
soups to keep her skin 
smooth and free from 
blemishes along with locally 
collected honey to protect 
from illness. Kikuya women 
also scarify their faces and 
cheeks may. be either tat- 
tooed or patterned with 
designs. 

Romona Saunders, model 
to some of the leading 
designers both here and in 


food.and. 
eats her share, but tries not 
overdo it. She eats her 
vegetables steamed or raw, 
and salads are a mainstay in 
her diet. Once a week she has 
chicken, fish and beef, and 
the remaining days eats only 
vegetables, or nothing at all.

It is particularly hard for 
one to imagine that we as 
blacks can and do, fly these 
large birds all over the world 
with many holding positions 
of first officer or captains. 
However, as mentioned 
before, we are still the lowest 
on the totem pole ;for these 
jobs. It is approximated that 
there are some 37,000 pilots 
on airline rosters currently, 
with fewer than one hundred 
blacks. In porportion to the 
amounts of money which 
today is being spent by 
blacks on air transportation, 
surely these orie hundred odd 
blacks as pilots are a far cry 
trom getting a fair shot at the 


lronically, this figure will be 
reduced by some 50% or 
more by the end of this year 
due to the actue energy tur- 
moil which has caused a 
tremendous cut back and 
laying off of persannel 
throughout the entire in- 
dustry. 

Although many of the 
major commercial carriers 
are furloughing parts of its 
crew in many instances, 
these are finding 
émployment in other sections 
of their profession.

How does one get into this 
field? Well, its not simple, nor 
can It be. done through a 
home correspondence 
course. You must have @ 
license, which is a cer- 
tification that you have at 
least the mimimum standards 
‘and regulation flying hours or 
time in order to be even con- 
sidered for a job, but this is 
excellent, because, can you 
imagine someone not 80 
smart behind the wheel of of

Drought, Oil Increase 
Cause Misery In Africa

WASHINGTON -- 
“Speaking for Africa, a con- 
tinent that presently bears the 
burden of the worst effects of 
the prevailing ‘economic 
crisis, | wish to make a 
special appeal to all well-off 
nations to rededicate them- 
selves to providing the 
necessary and-urgent assist- 
ance to the needy countries,” 
said Sidi O.C. Abdallahi, the 
spokesman for the Africa 
Group at a joint meeting last 
week of the International 
Monetary Fund and the World 
Bank. 

“Most African countries fall 
under this category," said 
Abdallahi, _ the © finance 
minister of Mauritania, who 
spoke for the 2 dozen black 
African countries represented 
at the meeting. For the 
drought-stricken countries in 
Africa, the increases in oil 
prices came at a.time when 
their economics were near 
collapse as a result of a 
severe and _ prolonged 
drought. 

“While they are unable to 
take~ advantage of the high 
commodity prides; their food 
import requirements have in- 


creased: drastically.” ... In 
most African countries, 
growth is already slowing 


down and the balance of the 
situation is deteriorating. We 
cannot overemphasize the 
economic - difficulties which 
we haVe'to face.”

countries attended the week— 
long conference where 
finance . decisions affecting 
over a billion people will be 
made. The International 
Monetary Fund, according to 
a spokesman for the con- 
ference, establishes "‘a 
revolving line of credit which 
member countries can draw 
upon to correct imbalance of 
payments." The World Bank, 
he said, issues development 
loans to member countries 
for needed projects. 

Approximately 3,000 repre- 
sentatives attended the an- 
nual joint meeting, that was 
covered by 500 reporters 
from media throughout~ the 
world. Delegations, usually 
headed by their countries’ fi- 
nancial ministers, were com- 
posed of conservatively-- 
dressed, diplomatically 
speaking representatives. 

There was a noticeable ab- 
sence of traditional colorful 
robes usually associated with 
the Arabic and African coun- 
tries. Representatives for the 
most part were somber men, 
who according to a hotel staf- 
fer, “didn't party like the folks 
at most conventions.” 

The African group, in a 
meeting with M. Johannes 
Witteveen, managing director 
of the International Monetary 
Fund, asked for an increase 
of 70 to 100 percent in fi-

I.M. Mansour, the finance 
minister of the Sudan, in an 
interview, said that the IMF 
had been of great assistance 
in solving the drought prob- 
lem in his country. He said 
that refugees from Chad and 
the Central African Republic 
had streamed into the Sudan, 
complicating an already 
tragic situation. 

“The Fund has changed 
considerably under Wit- 
teveen,” he said. The African 
governors told Robert S. Mc- 
Namara, president of the 
World Bank, in a meeting that 
the need for an increase in 
World Bank operations in 
Africa is “urgent.” He said 
that in the fiscal year 1974 aid 
had fallen from $3.9 million 
compared to $10.6 million the 
previous year.

The national space agency 
played a double role in both 
tracking Hurricane Carmen 
and housing storm refugees 
at one of its centers this 
weekend as Carmen lashed 
the Gulf Coast. 

NASA's ‘newest weather 
satellite -- Synchronous 
Meteorological Satellite 1 
(SMS-1) — for the first time 
permitted a 24-hour, day and 
night watch of the storm by 
the National Oceanic and At- 
mospheric Administration's 
(NOAA) National Hurricane 
Center in Miami, Fla. 

Launched by NASA on May 
17, SMS-1 will be turned over 
to NOAA later for operational 


use.

$50,000 to the NAACP 
Special Contribution Fund to 
assist th civil rights organiz- 
tion’s.. school desegregation 
work outside the South, 
NAACP Executive Director 
Roy Wilkins announced. 

The grant, which was made 
on the basis of $25,000 for 
each of the two years 
covered, will be included with 
earlier contributions totaling 
$500,000 that were similary 
made to the NAACP by the 
Carnegie Corporation of New 
York, the Rockefeller 
Brothers Fund, and the 
Rockefeller Foundation. 

The NAACP Special Con- 
tribution Fund receives tax- 
deductible contributions for 
the National Association for 
the Advancement of.

These guidelines stipulate 
basically that, for an inter- 
district remedy to be con- 
stitutional, it must be proved: 
(1) the suburbs were directly 
involved in bringing about in- 
nercity segregation; (2) in- 
nercity ation is -harm- 
fully affecting school systems 
in the surrounding suburbs; 
and (3) school district lines 
between the city and suburbs 
were drawn with the intent to 
segregate the races. 

“For the first time," ex- 
plained NAACP General 
Counsel Nathaniel R. Jones, 
“the suburbs could be used 
to help desegregate the city. 
Now the burden is on us to 
prove suburban complicity 
according to any one of the 
three conditions set by the 
Court.” ‘ 

The narrow guidelines, of 
course, will considerably in- 
crease the cost and time of 
such metropolitan - wide 
desegregation battles. 
Originally, it was estimated 
that bringing a successful 
campaign would cost 
$500,000, Now it is estimated 
that the effort will cost up to 
$300,000 more plus another 
six to 12 months.
